(Doctors Plan 
to Cut Trained 
Nurses’ Wage 


Under the scale of pay demandad:by 
the graduate nurses of Chicago it 
sometimes costs one person a total of 
$119 a week for nursing services. This 
was asserted last night in a report 
submitted to the council of the Chi- 


Nurses Have Own Registry. 
* Considerable opposition to the med- 
ical society registry is expected to de- 
velop among the nurses, who already; 
have their own registry service. 
was pointed out that if the nurses 
make the agreement required by the 
Chicago Medical society they will have 
to attend two, three, or €ven more pa- 
tients for the same wage as is now 
paid by each individual sick persen, 
The report of the committee stated 
{that the hospitals. of .the city.mere 
doing @xcellent work for the poor, who. 
receive medical and nursing 
for nothing, and for the rich, who are 
amply able to bay any nursing rate és- 
tablished. But the middle class, ac 
customed to paying its bills, needs 
help, according to the committeemeni. 
Those physicians recalled that a few 
years ago the pay of a graduate nurse 
was $25 a week and more than one 
nurse on a case Was exceptional, Now, 
they added, the compensation of the 
nurse is $7 for a twelve hour day and 
that many patients had two working 
steadily. This brings the cost to $98, 
and if board is added the committee 
figures that the total reaches $119 each 


Following a discussion of the reoiet, 
the council, declaring that it was the 
duty of the medical profession to inter- 
fere on behalf of the sick who cannot 
afford such charges, decreed the és- 
tablishment of a nurses’ registry that 
will be controlled by the physicians.

More progress was toward 
subway( construction in Chicago yes- 


terday than at any time since Bion 


J. Arnold submitted his first sugges- 
tions in 1902, according to observers 
of the transit situation. 

The council committee approved the 
rapid transit subway route in State 
street between 13th street and Chicago 
avenue, houking up with the elevated 
at both ends—the plan which had been 
recommended by the Tyson citizens’ 
committee. It approved a subway for 
surface lines in Washington street, 
Michigan avenue, and Jackson boule- 
vard, and connecting at the two west- 
ern ends with the existing tunnels 
under the Chicago river. 


Order Plan Drafted. 

Then the committee ordered work- 
ing plans and specifications prepared 
upon which ah ordinance may be 
passed, bids. requested and contracts 
awarded for. the construction of the 
two bores. To .be certain there will 
be no loopholes in this order the com- 
mittee instructed Corporation Counsel 
Busch ‘to prepare it at once. 

On top of all that the committee 
instructed its chairman to obtain from 
the committee engineer, Maj. R. F 
Kelker, an estimate of the cost of pra: 
-paring plana. It will then request the 


council finance committee to make an 
appropriation for that amounts 


Never before has the city gone sv 
far toward subways, observers say. 
though it is true that sundry investi- 
gations have been made, reports com 
piled, and blueprints made of routes.
